SUMMARY: THE EDITORIAL RESPONSE BY THE U.K. PRESS TO SEC- 
RETARY KISSINGER'S CHICAGO SPEECH HAS BEEN OVERWHELMINGLY 
POSITIVE. WHILE MOST LEAD STORIES WERE FACTUAL PRESENTA- 
TIONS, EDITORIAL COMMENTS HAILED THE SPIRIT OF THE PROPO- 
SALS, ESPECIALLY THE CALL FOR CONSUMER UNITY, AND URGED 
BRITISH SUPPORT. A SINGLE BUT IMPORTANT EXCEPTION WAS A 
SATURDAY FINANCIAL TIMES FRONT PAGE ARTICLE WHICH CITES 
WHITEHALL'S REACTION AS "COOL." END SUMMARY. 

1. THE FOLLOWING ARE EDITORIAL EXCERPTS FROM THE LONDON 
PRESS COVERAGE OF SECRETARY KISSINGER S CHICAGO SPEECH. 
WHILE THE TOTAL EDITORIALS WERE NOT IN ALL CASES DEVOTED 
SOLELY TO THE KISSINGER PROPOSALS, OFTEN BEING INCLUDED IN 
COMMENTS CONCERNING THE NOVEMBER 12 U.K. BUDGET OR STATE- 
MENT OF U.K. ECONOMIC CONDITIONS, THE PRESS REACTION WAS 
OVERWHELMINGLY POSITIVE. (NOTE: FOR OFFICIAL U.K. GOVERN- 
MENT RESPONSE SEE LONDON 15017.) AS WELL AS THE EDITORIAL

2. LONDON TIMES SATURDAY NOVEMBER 16: "DR. KISSINGER'S

AS THE MARSHALL PLAN. IT (THE PROPOSALS PRESENTED) SHOULD 
BE GIVEN A QUICK AND GENEROUS RESPONSE... FAILURE TO MEET
